Winter Unemployment. 


The tide of unemployment is rising 


rapidly in Great Britain, and the Govern- 
ment is preparing schemes to meet the 
situation. The chief of these will be 
controlled by the Ministry of Transport, 


and under jit the army of unemployed will 
be transformed into an army of road- 
makers. There is plenty of scope for work 


of that character. The roads of Britain 


were neglected during the war, and. since 


the Armistice was signed high wages and 
high prices have made local authorities 


reluctant to sanction any but the most 
urgent work.. Now every council will be 
asked to make its needs known to the 


Ministry. Grants will be made for the con- 
struction of new roads, re-metalling, and 
the cutting of sharp corners. In this way 
the Government hopes to provide work for 
at least 500,000 men, and, although the 
wages will not be high, they will be sufh- 
cient to buy the necessaries of life for the 


average working-class family. One of the 


great merits of the scheme is that it will 
not increase the burden of the general 
taxpayer—at least, that is the Govern- 
ment’s hope. The new scale of taxes 
on motor cars will come into operation on 


January Ist, and the authorities estimate day 
that it will yield a -capital’ sum of
